Again he 
escaped and saved: himself further 
trials by being captured. 


Only Four German Tanks. 


Only four German tanks appear to 
have been in the section of the fight- 
ing about  Villers-Bretonneux,  al- 
though numbers of others are rumor- 
ed to have been assigned to partic!- 
pate in the attack. 

The fourth guards division which 
advanced against the town from the 
south expected seven tanks to accom- 
pany them, but three of them did not 
appear. 

The German division attacking 
Cachy was told that four tanks were 
to support the assault, but these were 
missing at the appointed hour. Thus 
eleven tanks had been figuréd -upon, 
but only four were actually engaged. 
The German prisoners state they never 
had seen the tanks before, although 
they had often heard of them. The 
greatest secrecy appears to have been 
maintained by the German higher com- 
mand regarding these engines, so 
much so that the infantry had not 
been trained to work with them in 
their initial appearance. 

The German tanks sent into the 
fight at Villers-Bretonneux acted 
quite independently of the foot sol- 
diers. Their business apparently was 
to search out the machine gun nests 
and engage them. The fact that the 
erews of two of the enemy tanks 
abandoned them when they got into 
trouble would seem to Indicate that 
the personnel is not experienced. 


When Tanks Meet Tanks. 


Four German tanks came forward 
with the second attack at about 9 
o’clock. Only one clash occurred be- 
tween them and thé British tanks. 
That was when the quartet came up 
against one big British machine and 
two smaller ones. Both of the latter 
had been damaged Bomewhat by the 
heavy cannonade. but the bigger Brit- 
ish machine forced the enemy to re- 
treat and put one of the number out 
of action. The crew of this German 
tank fled, as did that of another 
which afterward got stuck in the 
Neither tank, however, was 
completely smashed 4nd the enemy 
got them away later. Both.the dam- 
aged British tanks were saved.

This is the cofisideration which 
prompted officials to send word out to 
local committees to’ exert every bit of 
energy to harvest more subscriptions. 
On the other hand, it is recalled that 
when the second Liberty Loan cam-

reported officially, and more than $3,- 
400,000,000 in pledges rolled in during 
the last week. 

In many communities today only 
banks were open for business, and 
these were kept busy all day taking 
applications for bonds from persons 
who came out to watch or participate 
in bond-buyers’ parades.

a half. It was the longest parade the 
capital has seen since the inaugura- 
tion, and the president stood in his 
automobile before the white house for 
the whole time, with hat over his 
heart a large part of the time as the 
hundreds of flags went by. Ruth 
Law, in a lightiairplane, and military 
aviators in their heavy machines, 
hummed overhead, looping and diving, 
and thousands of persons who are. in 
Washington for war-time work lined 
the avenue to cheer the marchers. 

Senators and representatives turned 
out with flags and Libenty Ldan ban- 
ners, and Secretary Daniels trudged at 
the head of the big contingent of na- 
val officers and navy department em- 
ployees.

Figures have been printed and spok- 
en which show the rat to be responsi- 
ble for the loss of thousands of dol- 
lars annually to the people in food 
consumed and wasted, and through his 
power to spread disease he has been 
pictured as a public enemy, until the 
anger of the people has been aroused 
against him. 

A Least One Rat Must Die.

Germans Evidently Hope to 
Roll Up Allied Positions 
South of Ypres and Force 
Evacuation of War-Torn

Along the Battle Line the 
Germans Have Also Made 
Important Gains. 


New York, April 26.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the | 
he espe a hill, a height which 
has been looked upon as the key to the 
southern side of the Ypres salient and 
sone of the most important strategic 
positions on the northern battle fronts 
in France, has been taken by the Ger- 
mans. After a defense which will be- 
come one of the heroic chapters of the 
war, the hill was surrounded and the 
French forces entrenched on its slopes 
were overcome. 

The loss of the hill, which {s admit- 
ted in an official statement by Gen- 
eral Delma Radcliffe, chief director of 
military operations at the British war 
office, brings to the allies a realiza- 
tion that the whole Ypres position is 
in peril from the German drive north- 
ward from the lowlands lying to the 
west of Armentieres. 

The Teutons launched terrific attacks 
along the whole Wytschaete-Bailleul- 
Meteren line Wednesday, apparently for 
the purpose of finding a point which - 
might yield. They evidently found 
that spot in the section of the front 
held jointly by the British and French 
troops, and against it they hurled fresh 
divisions which fought their way for- 
ward all day Thursday until at night- 
fall they had surrounded Kemmel hill 
and isolated the French troops holding 
the position. 

All night long the fight went on, and 
it was not until Friday that the Ger- 
mans succeeded in storming up the 
slopes of the height. 


LOSS OF KIMMEL 
SERIOUS TO ALLIES. 


The loss of Kemmel Hill is serious, 
for it overlooks much of the lowlands 
lying back of the allied’ lines in the 
Ypres salient. The hill is 464 feet in 
height, rising from lowlands on the 
south and-east. It is six miles south- 
west of Ypres and three miles west of 
Wytschaete. This German success cuts 
a deep notch in the allied line to the

Schmidt was married to her in Lake- 
wood, N. J., in 1914, as “Emil Braun,” 
made the accusation in a statement to 
officials’ wotking on the case. She 
came here to claim the body of the 
man who, shortly before his suicide, 
told the police that Augusta Steinbach, 
of Néw York, who came here a year 
ago in answer to his advertisement for 
a wife, killed herself when she learned 
he already was married. 

Mrs. Braun said she also met 
Schmidt through a matrimonial adver- 
tisement, and charged that after they 
were married Schmidt took from her 
$3,500 as well as several hundred dol- 
lars worth of jewelry. Schmidt, she 
said, then disappeared. 

No trace has yet been found by the 
police of Irma Pallatinus, who they say 
came here from Lakewood, N. J., as his 
housekeeper and disappeared while in 
his employ. Detectives today began 
excavating at the house where Schmidt 
lived shortly after coming here.

Georgia schools will never be what 
they should be, declared Mr. Brittain, 
until every county is required to levy 
a local tax for the support of its 
schools, before it can draw out a share 
of the state’s appropriation from the 
state treasury. If every dollar col- 
lected into the state treasury every 
year should be appropriated to the com- 
mon school fund, letting all other state 
institutions close their doors, the fund 
would still be insufficient to give this 
state a common school system in any 
way comparable to those in other 
states. Fifty-four counties which have 
voluntarily adopted the local school tax 
have 100 per cent better schools than 
those which continue to lean on the 
crutch of the common school fund. But 
this piecemeal process of extending 
the local school tax should be abandon- 
ed, declared Mr. Brittain, and the leg- 
islature. should pass the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment now pending in

Must Get Every Man to 

| Front --- Loss of Kemmel 
Not Decisive. | 


} 
London, April 26.—The importance of 
;every entente allied country engaged in 
‘the war getting every possible man 
into position to support the battle 
| front was emphasized by General Del- 
jma Radcliffe, chief director of military 
| operations at the war office today, in 
| his first interview with newspaper men 
since the took over the position for- 
merly held by. Major General F. B. Maur- 
| ice. 
| “The Germans are going on with this 
i/hammering process,” he said, “and we 
jhave got to make up our minds that it 
is not this week, or next week, or next 
,month, that this fight is coming to a 
decision. We are going to fight the 
,whole summer and in the end it is a 
'question of who holds the last reserves. 
“Reserves on the west front now are, 
I am happy to eay, in the hands of 
one command, namely in the hands of 
'the commander-in-chief of the allied 
,armies in France, General Foch, in 
‘whom everybody in both armies has 
complete confidence. He has so far em- 
ployed only a small proportion of his 
reserves and that is a good augury 
for the future. 
' “T want to emphasise the fact that 
this is a long-drawn out test of endur- 
ance, endurance of nations. That is 
why it is so imperative for this country 
;@nd all countries which are engaged to 
‘get hold of every man they can possibly 
,to support the battle front. What is 
'going to tell in the end is men.” 
Summary of Situation. 
In summing up the battle situation, 


General Radcliffe said: 

“As regards a few days preceding 
April 33 the German activities were 
devoted chiefly to the Lys sector, be- 
tween Givenchy and Meville. All the 
‘details have been published, and the 
net result was highly satisfgctory for 
us. The Germans put in a lot of troops, 
suffered heavy losses and gained abso- 
lutely nothing. 

“Around veueey particularly, the 
result was very satisfactory. Some im- 
portant positions changed hands and 
were finally left in our possession.

The gain is not 
large, but involves very important 
ground, and there is no question but 
that it is a very serious loss. 


Lose of Kemmel Net Decisive. 


“There is nothing decisive about the 
loss of Kemmel, but it is a most im- 
portant tactical feature. It is an ob- 
servation point for all ground to the 
north, but it remains to be seen wheth- 
jer it will remain in the enemy’s hands. 
|Our line to the north ts all right, Kem- 
‘mel ‘hill is an isolated height covered 
with woods which stands rather out in 
front and apart from that range of 
hills which General Maurice has refer- 
red to as the backbone of the position. 

“The situation around Kemmel hill 
is not yet cleared up and we shall have 
more information this evening. 

“On the south the situation at Vil- 
lers-Bretonneux is vere satisfactory. 
We have taken back all we lost and 
with the village we have taken many 
prisoners and inflicted heavy losses. 
Villers-Bretonneux is a most important 
tactical point atop a plateau from which 
one may look down the western slopes 
toward Amiens.

Washington, April 26.—Orders for 
30,000 box and coal cars to cost in 
| the aggregate between $80,000,000 and

Another influx of selectmen of the 
national army who were affected by 
the draft call that\went into effect on 
April 26, began at Camp Gordon's re- 
ceiving station Friday morning, and 
throughout the aftermoon a scattering 
of new men reported to officials there 
for duty. 

A special train arriving in the late 
afternoon brought Atlanta’s quota of 
289 men to the camp in company with 
hundreds from other sections of the 
state. Fulton county’s delegation of 
selectmen also reported Friday, as did 
delegations from several large cities 
about the atate. 

The new men are being examined as 
usual by medical officers of the casual 
detachment, but if plans now on foot 
with officials materialize, a board of 
médical examiners to look over all se- 
lectmen and unify the work of exam- 
ination will have charge of this work 
in the near future. 

The plan is to appoint 20 expert med- 
ical men in the medical corps, together 
with a number of trained privates, to 
do this work. Not only will unifica- 
tion of the work be effected, but the 
examinations of the new men will be 
greatly expedited. 

The rush of white selectmen will con- 
tinue through Sunday, and next week 
colored and white men will flock to the 
camp together. The total of whites

OF NEWSPAPER MEN 


New York, April 26.—As the result of 
a suggestion made before the Ameri- 
can Newspaper Publishers’ association 
Tuesday by Hopewell Rogers, its re-

EFIGENCY IS URGED 
FOR AMERICAN SCHOOLS 


Dr. Claxton Declares Children 
Must Be Trained to Meet Con- 
ditions Born of World War. 


Savannah, Ga., April 2¢.—(8necial.)— 
In an address that filled his hearers 
with enthusiasm, Dr. P. P. Claxton, 
United States superintendent of educa- 
tion, tonight told the delegates of the 
Georgia Educational association and 
2,000 civilians gathered at the audito- 
rium that America held the premier 
hand in world progress and civiliza- 
tion, and that with the termination of 
the wer there must come a “fiercer ap- 
plication of the principles of democra- 


cy,” if this republic was to attain the 
highest ideals. 

While he did not characterize pres- 
ent conditions as ephemeral, he took 
the stand that our education along 
broad grounds was just at the begin- 
ning, since the war made it absolute- 
ly necessary that the children of the 
mation be educated to meet and over- 
come obstacles born of the present 
catacylsm He said America was des- 
tined to become the storehouse for the 
world in all such matters, and that in 
order to meet the demand our schools 
must be kept to the highest degree of 
efficiency. 

Dr. Claxton said that in the recon- 
struction of Russia along republican 
lines, if she was to be reconstructed, 
America must take the lead, and he 
said this applied with equal strength 
to all the other great problems that had 
been evolved by the war. He made a 
profound impression upon his hearers. 

Dr. Charles A. Judd, of Chicago, her- 
alded as one of the best-known of the 
western educators, analyzed the char- 
acteristics of American schools, with 
direct exposition and application of 
German and English school methods. 
- He was followed by a short community 
singing, with “Dixie” as the finale.

FRUITS OF THE WONDER GUN. 


Despite its utter futility in producing mil- 
‘itary gains, the intermittent shelling of Paris 


' by the German “wonder gun” continues. 


| As a mechanical contrivance, and as an 

example of the seeming limit of inventive 
genius bent solely upon bringing misery into 
the world and upon shedding the blood of 


innocents, the big gun that bombards the ' 


French capital from a distance of seventy- 
five miles is remarkable; but as a military 
weapon, either of offense or of defense, its 
value has proven to be nil. 

Since March 23, shells from this monster 
piece have fallen upon Paris on seventeen 
days, and its toll, with the figures for two 
days missing, has been 118 persons killed 
and 280 injured. 

The casualties for the most part have 
been innocent women and children, essen- 
tially non-combatant.

Tn the American Salient. 


It would be a mistake to regard the oper- 
ations now taking place before Toul and 
on the front of the American troops in the 
St. Mihiel salient as of large importance. 
The enemy is not now striving to break his 
way through the gap in the dike of defenses 
on the eastern frontier. He is not aiming 
at ._Bar-le-Duo, the real base of all the 
French lines north of St. Mihiel. So far as 
one may judge. by present indications, the 
German is merely testing out the troops of 
his new foe by the familiar raid tactics. 

For Americans, however, even with a full 
recognition that the decision in the new 
Battle of the Nations will be had on the 
Anglo-French front far to the west of St. 
Mihiel, there is still a natural and acute 
interest in events which affect their own 
troops, which mark, in a sense, the real 
beginning of the war for us. And this 
makes a passing review of the St. Mihiel 
situation possible now, when there is a 
momentary lull on the larger battlefield. 

At the present hour, we are holding posi- 
tions north and south of that famous St. 
Mihiel salient, which 
of a German drive to isolate Verdun and 
compel a general French retreat from 
Rheids to Nancy, after the Battle of the 
Marne. The Germans made some progress, 
measured by ground captured, the kaiser 
was able to send a stirring telegraph dis- 
patch to his wife, but the Anglo-French 
operations to the westward in Artois and 
Flanders compelled the German to desist in 
late September, 1914, and from that moment 
on he has attempted little. 

The salient which he had created is 
Strongly reminiscent of the newer salient 
which he has lately carved out of British 
lines west of Armentieres. At its base it is 
some dozen miles wide and it narrows to 
an apex west of St. Mihiel, where the Ger- 
man- has a bridgehead across the -Meuse. 
On the north side the high ground is mainly 
in French hands, as it is in British hands 
north of the Flanders salient. But as the 
German has recently taken Messines and 
“White Sheet” in Flanders, he took some 
high ground in Lorraine on the heights of 
the Muse, nearly four years ago. 

Americans Holding Verdun Key. 

If you think of at least two American 
divisions, one north and one south of the 
salient, holding positions such as the British 
hold at Kemmel to the north and Givenchy 
to the south of the Armentieres salient, you 
will have a general notion of the situation 
at the present time. The German cannot 
advance out of the apex of his salient west- 
ward to Bar-le-Duc for the same reason he 
cannot advance upon Hazebroock in Flan- 
ders, because he is held up by the flank fire 
from the sides of the salient. If the German 
could widen his salient, if he could break 
down either side, he would, with a very 
short advance, reach bar-le-Duc, a base of 
inestimable value to the French and the 
key to the whole larger Verdun salient. 
He is trying to do exactly the same thing 
in Flanders by assailing both sides of the 
Armentieres salient. A strong push, such as 
won him Messines, would in the St. Mihiel 
sector, give him a chance to renew his old 
efforts to abolish Verdun, but this time not 
by direct attack. 

On the other hand, if the allied 
could break in either side of the salient the 
Germans would have to retire out of it or 
be enveloped and captured, and if they re- 
tired the line would be restored on the 
whole eastern frontier, since St. Mihiel is 
the only breach that has ever been made in 
the positions on which the French chose to

make their resistance to the German 
vasion in the Marne campaign. 

At the moment the Germans has sent the 
mass of his troops to the far west.- But he 
has kept a certain number of local reserves 
along the front and he is using these to test 
the Americans. His tactics seem to be to 
strike at points where French and American 
units meet; that is, at a joint, and seek to 
profit by the possible confusion due to a 
blow at such a point. He did exactly the 
same thing on a large scale when he struck 
in Picardy between the British and the 
French, and on a smaller scale in Flanders 
when he attacked at the point of junction 
between the British and Portuguese units. 
The point of contact, particularly when the 
two units are of ‘different nationality, is 
obviously a weak point. 

American Mission Defensive. 

The mission of the American troops in 
this sector is purely defensive at present. 
They day may come when we shall under- 
take to pinch out the St. Mihiel salient, but 
just now we are simply getting our training 
in a quiet secor. And the German is seek- 
ing to make the training intensive by in- 
dulging in little offensives, which are noth- 
ing more than raids. He wants to learn the 
habits of our troops, and, if possible, find 
out the weak points not mainly in their 
line, but rather in their organization. 

In a word, we may think of “Fritz” as 
engaged in military research work—he is 
acquiring information to be stored and ap- 
plied when real American armies face him. 
Conceivably he might seek to exploit some 
local gain, if it. were considerable; that 18, 
if a raid actually resulted in a breakdown 
of our new troops. But with the French 
troops about: us- and very strong natural 
positions, the chance of a major success 
even in a local area is small. 

Again, the German is probably seeking 
to prevent the French from drawing more 
of their troops from Lorraine for use in 
Artois and Picardy. To do this he threatens 
an attack in the St. Mihiel sector. He can 
get men and guns up easily, because just 
behind the base o the St. Mihiel salient is 
the great fortress of Metz, probably the 
strongest fortress in the world and the great 
German arsenal on the eastern frontier. 


Good Results So Far. 

The line our troops hold is little changed 
since the days following the Marne, and 
behind it on the south are the forts of 
Toul, while on the north it rests on the 
detached forts south of Verdun. In a sense, 
we are defending Verdun, because if the 
St. Mihiel sector were pierced and the Ger- 
mans poured through, Verdun would have 
to be evacuated. But the French have far 
more troops in this than the Ameri- 
cans, and the real responsibility is theirs. 

St. Mihiel operations are interesting, as 
they show the beginnings of our new army. 
In these beginnings we to be doing 
fairly well, but it is essential to keep one’s 
perspective and realize how small is this 
circumstance. When our first troops went 
into our artillery began such a 
furious bombardment that a French general 
telephoned over to inquire if “Les Ameri- 
cans were beginning the war all over 
again?’ We are not quite doing this north 
of Toul yet, but we 
for America, which is something. 

But up to the present hvur nothing has 
happened to suggest that the operations in 
the St. Mihiel area torecast a coming drive 
in Lorraine or pass beyond the limits of 
the ordinary trench raiding for purposes of 
information on the part of the German.

IS MBAT ESSENTIAL? 


Authorities, in their usual role, differ 
about the effect.of excessive meat eating 


on health. Some hold that we are stronger 
and more éfficient and healthier in every 
way without any animal flesh in the diet at 
all. Others believe a certain amount of meat 
fs advisable in the diet of growing children. 
Still others insist that an excessive use of 
fresh meat in the diet of a sedentary person 
is wasteful and extravagant but not particu- 
larly harmful to health. Personally we take 
the middle of the road. 

The protein or nitrogenous element of 
meat is the thing that people consider essen- 
tial in the diet. What disposal does the body 
make of this protein material? The essential! 
elements tn any food or diet are fats, carbo- 
hydrates (starches and sugars), proteids (n!- 
trogen ‘compounds), mineral salts, and cer- 
tain water-soluble and fat-soluble substances 
called vitamines. Proteids are chiefly util- 
ized for the repair and growth of the body 
tissues, not merely muscles but all the or- 
gans and structures of the body. But this 
growth and repair can be accomplished by 
the body with the proteids in wheat, beans, 
peas, nuts and other foods as well as with 
the proteid of animal flesh. 

There are other reasons than mere cus- 
tom for the common notion that the work- 
ing man must have meat. The flavor of meat 
is appetizing and probably stimulates the di- 
gestive process so that other foods less at- 
tractively prepared and served are more 
readily digested. The extractiveness of meat, 
as typically present in soup or meat broth, are 
stimulants which mildly intoxicate, and this 
very agreeable intoxication, felt immediately 
after the meal, is generally mistaken for new 
strength. Of course any energy the body is 
to derive from a meat meal cannot be avall- 
able at once, but only some hours after the 
meal, when the meat has been digested and 
oxidized in the natural course of metabolism. 

Meat stimulation produces an excess of 
heat in the body, or rather the body pro- 
duces the excess of heat under the intoxica- 
tion of meat. This heat excess scientifically 
measured in a resting man, has been found 
as high as 55 per cent. No other food will 
cause such an excess of heat production. In 
very cold weather the heat may be useful, 
but in warmer weather it becomes a handi- 
cap to the worker. This heat cannot be 
utilized in the execution of physical work, as 
can the heat the body derives from thw oxi- 
dation of fats, sugars and starches, It simply 
warms the engine up, and therefore in hot 
weather the hard working man should eat 
very little meat. In any weather people 
who feel too warm and perspire too much 
under ordinary circumstances often discover 
that the difficulty can be overcome by the 
simple expedient of cutting down the total 


amount of meat and other protein-rich foods 
in the diet.

MUNICIPAL WOODYARDS 
URGED BY DR. HARDMAN 


All that will prevent a shortage of 
fuel in Atlanta during the coming 
winter, according to Dr. L. G. Hard- 
man, federal fuel administrator for 
Georgia, will be the establishment of 
a municipal woodyard. In a letter ad- 
dressed to Mayor Candler, Dr. Hard- 
man speaks of the hardships that 
were experieced in Atlanta and 
other cities during the unprecedented 
cold weaiher of last winter and says 
he is gravely concerned over the fall- 
ing off of the coal production in all 
parts of the United States, espeolally 
at those mines that are assigned the 
duty of supplying Atlanta and this sec- 
tion with coal for the coming winter. 

A recurrence of the same conditions 
as those which obtained here last 
winter, with a possibility of a greater 
amount of suffering is in prospect, 
declared Dr. Hardman, and urges the 
organization at once of a municipal 
woodyard for ‘the purpose of handling 
that class of fuel. 

A wood committee has 
pointed by the federal fuel admin- 
istrator for Georgia and efforts will 
be made to establish woodyards in all 
the cities and towns in Georgia.

ALLIES FAIL,

Beriin, April 26.—(Via London.)— 
“Enemy counter attacks against Mount 
Kemmel and in the fighting ares south 
of Villers-Bretonneux failed with 
heavy lossés,” says the official state- 
ment issued by the war office tonight.

COUNTER ATTACKS 
GAIN FOR FRENCH. 


Paris, April 26.—Counter attacks 
against the German lines from Villers- 
Bretonneux to south of the Luce were 
launched this morning by our troops, 
who succeeded, despite the fierce re- 
sistance of the enemy, who had brought 
up important forces, in retaking a large 
partof the ground which had been lost 
in that region, says the official an- 
nouncement issued by the war office 
tonight. 

The statement reads: - 

“Our troops counter attacked the 
German lines this morning from Vil- 
lers-Bretonneux to south of the Luce 
river and have succeeded, despite the 
fierce resistance of the enemy, who 
had brought up important forces in re- 
taking a large part of the ground 
which was lost yesterday. We have 
retaken the position at the Monument 
south of Villers-Bretonneux, pene- 
trateg into the wood of Hangard-en- 
Santerre and conquered a part of the 
western portion of that. village. 

“The battle has been going on all 
day, and is continuing with exceptional 
violence. The Germans have tried to 
arrest our advance at any price and 
have suffered great losses, which were 
inflicted by our artillery. The German 
resistance was most notable north of 
the wood of Hangard-en-Santerre 
where the enemy seven times launched 
their assault battalions against our 
lines, without forcing our valiant 
troops to give ground. 

“The combat was no leas fierce in the 
village of Hangard, which has changed 
hands twice during the day. South 
of the Luce river we have retaken po- 
sitions which we have held in spite 
of all the efforts of the enemy. There 
have been intermittent bombardments 
on the right bank of the Luce river 
and at Hartmansweilerkopf.
